building. They range in 
capacity from two to five tons and 
have a value of more than $45,-

All that the states must do to 
acquire these trucks is to pay the 
loading and 
freight 
charges and 
must agree to use them on road 
construction in whole or in part 
undv*r federal aid, for which $200,- 
000,000 was recently appropriated* 
by congress. 
The trucks were declared sur-j 
plus by the War Department, and 
being 
no longer needed 
for war 
uses .for which they were bought, 
it has been determined to divert 
them to peace purposes and at the 
same time extend the aid the fed­ 
eral 
government 
is 
giving 
the 
states in highway construction. The 
motors will be allotted to states 
only on request of highway depart-

111 ” ments in accordance with the appor- 
Erwin tionnient 
provided in the federal 
aid law approved in 1016. Under 
the law, 
there can be no distribu­ 
tion to counties or individuals, but 
only to the states. 
Road* Costing Millions Built. 
Under the stimulus of Federal aid 
the states have extensive highway 
construction under way. Under the 
federal road act, up to and includ­ 
ing April, statements for a total of 
1.05 7 road projects were approv­ 
ed by 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
Houston, who administers the fed­ 
eral aid road law. The projects in­ 
volved 
10,580.17 
miles 
of 
road, 
with a total estimaten cost of $92,- 
033.121.81 and total federal ald of 
$36,576,857.48. 
The 
number 
of 
projects 
actually 
executed 
up 
to 
that 
time was 535, for 4.624.83 
miles road, at a cost of $39,959,- 
327 1 4 of which 115.614.020.61 is 
t obrt paid from the federal treas­ 
ury. 
During April. Secretary Houston 
approved 120 road projects, involv­ 
ing the Improvement of 023.53 miles
